MR, R. F, SIDDONS, JR., President Highland Park Civie Club, presented
the following:

"HIGHLAND PARK CIVIC CLUB
ON
THE DEVELOPMENT OF FORTH AUSTIN PARK AREAS

WHEREAS, there has been an unprecedented development and extension of
North Austin within the last ten years and s large percentage of the residents
of the newly deweloped areas do not have convenient access to existing park de-
velopments; and WHEREAS, the City of Austin has available adequate park sites at
the Hancock Park location and the Kohn Park locabion (supplemented by adjoining
city owned land) for general park developments including mgjor swimming pools,
and at the undeveloped Northeast Austin location for a golf course devedopment,
and these locations would, if developed, serve North Austin from Bast to West.
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Now, therefore Be it Resolved by the Highland Pa.rk Civie Club, » in meeting
duly assembled;

(a) That the Recreation Department, Parks Board and City Council of the
City of Austin be urged to take the esrliest possible action to develop the
above sites and make them available for public use;

(b) That if it becomes necessary or advisable for the City to sell the
Bast B0 acres of Hancock Park, that the City be urged that the funds realized
from this source be ear-marked for development &6f recreationsl facilities in
the City of Austin;

(c) That it is the sense of these assemblies that this action should be
taken to provide comparative facilities in North Austin to theDeep Eddy and
Zilker Park Projects and that the future growth and needs of North Austin re-
quire immediate development of the sites described above;

(d) That the Recreation Department, Parks Board and City Council be
commended for thelr sincere and continuing interest in the recreational facilities
of Austin Citizens.

Councilmen Pearson asked the City Attorney if it would be necessary to
submit the sale of this Hancock tract to the vote of the people. The City Ate
torney stated it would not, as it had never been dedicated and was not purchased
to he ugsed for a park, and it was paid for ocut of the general fund., Counecilmen
Long felt that it wes purchased with a park in mind, as it was already a golf
course. The City Attorney explained the transaction with the memberkhip of the
Country Club, stating it was made plein that it was not necessarily to be a
park. The City Manager stated the thinking of the Council at that time was
for a possible expansion of the University. ~Councilman Pearson suggested if
the Council should get a concrete offer, that it should discuss this and cone
sider it at every angle what the property could be used for, and decide what a
fair value would be, and then put it out for public bids. Councilman Long said
she was not in favor of selling it, and endorsed Councilman Pearson's suggestion
of putting it to a vote of the people. Councilman White suggested having a
public meeting before it was ever acted on by the Council. The Mayor said the
Council did have the authority to sell this property if it received an accept-
able offer. BHe thanked Mr. Siddons and the Club for their interest.

(7) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein grented shall
not be exclusive as agaeinst publlc needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and oceupy any part or all ofsald spdce: any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

€2) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed
or injured ss a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of
the comstruction work for seld building projects, whether done by the Contrsector ,
City forces, or public utilitles, shall be replacedor repaired at the Contractors
expense.

(9) That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
bond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5.000.00), which shall protect,
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indemnify end hold hermless the City of Austin from any claims or damages %o any
person or property that mey sccrue to or be brought by any person by reason of

the exercise or ebuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Augtin and shall guerentee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or reméved during the con-
stroction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway and other
safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

The City Manager presented the following on the Taxi cab operations.

"August 25, 195k

"Hon. Mayor and City Council
Municipal Building
Austin, Texas

"Gentlemen:

"The attached report is & comsolidation of their report of all ase-
sets, receipts, disbursements, and gains or losses of all taxicsb companies
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operating in Austin, under Franchise, in the period October 1, 1953, to June
30, 195h4. Also number of miles traveled, earnings per miles, and costs per
mile,

"A casual examination of these figures would very likely leave the
impression there is a wide discrepancy, between the various companies, in the
cost of operation. However, the difference shown in the cost of operation per
mile, as teken from their monthly reports, is brought shout through the various
methods of reporting thelr costs to this office., A brief explanation of the
differences in items included in the operatiomal costs for the various companies
follows:

"The Airline and Shugerts Taxicab Compenies show a much lower cost
per mile than do the other Taxicab Compenies. Thig is due to the fact that each
of them is & one man operation. Included in their report are all the items al-
lowed under direct expenses with the exception of Drivers commiséions, or salary
for themselves. However under general expense they show no items other than
for professional services, (making up monthly reports) gross receipts tax paid
to the eity, and miscellaneous items. No telephone, utility, rent, Federal
and State Tax, etec,

"Roy's Taxi Company reports all cost items allowed under direct ex-
pense, including drivers commissions paid to hired Drivers, however, he and
his brother drive dsily, without includipg forty per cent of their receipts in
Drivers commission item. Most items included in general expense are chanrged
outiby this company, except salaries for dispatchers, managerial services, etc.
1

"The Owl, De Luxe and Harlem Texicedb Companies, operate on a part
company owned, and part lease cab basis. That is each cab company owns part of
the cabs bearing their name, and some of the cabs are owned and driven by per-
sons who have leased their cabs to the company for all practical control purs
poses.,

"Under this arrangement the company received reports of all earnings
by all cabs under their control, reports all receipts and pays teax on full
amount of receipts to the city. In listing items of dirett expense they in-
clude depreciation on compeny owned equipment only, lists drivers commissions
only on company owned cabs, after receiving payment of agreed ferminal fee,
cost of insurance, etc. from individual cab owners lists the halance of receipts
from leased cabs, as cost of lease on equipment. Under general expense all
usual items are included.

"The Checker Cab and Red Ball Taxicab Companies operate on & lease
equipment basis., That is all cabs, radios, meters, and other rolling stock
equipment, including shop tools are owned by Mr. K. M., Fisher, holder of the
franchises, or by Mr. J. P. Fisher, Jr., and are leaged to the Texicab Companies
for operational purposes. Approximetely 2 per cent of total income is charged
off as payment for use of cabs and other equipment. The Red Ball Taxi Company
has been sold to the Cherker Cab Company and all permits held by Red Ball are
now & part of the Checker Cab Compeny. :

"The Yeldow Cab Company 1s the only company in Austin operating under
a8 full cab and eqguipment ownership basis., Their depreciation of equipment
charges against total inecome amount to about nine tenths of one per cent, which
is much lower than other companies. However, while their earnings per mile
are higher- than other companies their overall costs are also higher, with &
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resultant loss over the period covered.

"In my opinion, the figures shown in the accompanying report Justify
& request for some change in the taxicab rates for the city of Austin. However,
I do not agree with the change proposed in the applicatinn now pending before
your body, for the following reasons.

"l. The presently effective rate of §$.45 for the first one and one
half miles is oo low in cost, and far is distance, as compared to rates now
effective in other cities. The average rate for the first drop now effective
in eleven cities including Austin, of over 100,000 population in New Mexico,
Oklahoma, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texes is $.le for 7/10 of one mile. 1In
90 cities of over 100,000 population in the United Stated the average rate for
the first drop is $.37.5 cents for 55/100 of one mile.

"2. The proposed rate of $.30 per mile after the first drop is out
of line with currently effective rates in other cities. The average tate for
miles traveled after the first drop in eleven cities of over 100,000 population
in New Mexico, Oklahome, Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas is approximately $.20
cents per mile. In 90 cities of over 100,000 population in the United States
average rate 1§ approximately $.25 cents per mile.

"3. The proposed rate makes no provision for reducing the rate per
mile after the first drop. Passengers riding long distances would pay the same
rate of $.30 per mile for the ldst mile as is charged for the first one. This
would mean the passengers riding over one and one half miles.would pay the en-
~ tire increased fare.

"The average distance travéled bByspessengers is now approximetely
two and one half miles:per trip. Under the present rate, the -fare is $.65 or
with tolerancd $.70. Under the proposed rate the fare for two and one half
miles would be $.75 or $.85 depending on how close to the full two and one
bhalf miles were traveled. Trips for longer distances would mean a greater in-
crease percentage wise for the paseengers. For example a trip from down town
Austin to the Airport, & distanced of 4 miles, now costing from $.95 to $1.00
under the proposed rake would cost from $1.20 to $1.30.

"A trip from downtown Austin to Bergstrom Field, s distance of T
mides, now costing $1.55 to $1.60, under the proposed rate would cost from
$2-10 to &oac"c

b, Most of the persons cperating “boot leg Cabs" in the past have
carried their passengers over long distances. Any increase in fares for long
distance riders might create a demand for a cheaper method of transporiation
and danger of "boot leg Cab operation increasing. Particularly would this
hold true if all the increase granted is to be charged to the long distance
rider.

"For these and other reasons, I am of the opinion that the cost of
such inereases as is needéd to keep the cab industry on a sound basis, should
be distributed among all taxicab patrons, snd not among just a part of them.
